BOTH Wildgoofc and his friend Jere-

^* Convart them !'* fays Tugwell. " Odhang 
^ it, Mafter ! why, to be fure, your Wor- 
** fhip does preach main well, that is certain ; 
*^ but, as for convarting^ methinks fome of 
*^ them are only convarted from bad to worfe. 
** There is the Barber now : he was poor 
" enough, I believe, when we firft went to 
^* his houfe ; but he is now convarted^ from a 
** poor, honeft Shaver, to a wicked Robber, 
** and, from fear i/ying men's faces, to terrify » 
" /wg' folks upon the highway." — Wildgoofe 
was not pleafed with being reminded of this 
unlucky inftance ; but faid, '' the Barber's 
♦* was a particular cafe ; that he was perfe-. 

" cutcd 
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^^ cuted by his neighbours, and driven by 
** neceffity to one wicked attempt ; and that, 
** he made no doubt, the Barber was ftill in 
** a ftate of Grace, though appearances were 
** againft him." 

*' Then there is Madam Sarfenet," fays 
Tugwell ; *« to my thinking, Ihe was a very 
<* good fort of woman before ihe was coreoartedy 
^^ and maintained her mother and her iiAer; 
" and I faw them at dinntr upon fomc good 
*^ roaft mutton and baked pudding; and 
** now, fince (he has been convarted^ it feems

Wildgoofe not thinking it worth while

** it. We have a fine leg of veal, an cx- 
<^ cellent gammon of bacon, and a couple 
** of charming^ fowls roafted; and only two 
«« very civil Gentlemen and a Ladyi that 
♦* quartci* in the houfe, dine with us*** 

Though Wildgoofe was not ytx^ hungry; 
yet the bitl of fare, and my Landlord's ac- 
count of the company, inclined him to accept 
of his invitation. 

When dinner came in^ there appeared^ 
befides n«y Landiord and his wife, an old 
Lady about fifty, one Gentleman about the

** were well fed ; Jemmy Cockfpur is one of 
** the beft feeders in the country/* 

And now the fecret was out. They had 
had a cock-fighting the day before ; and thefe 
fine plump fowls had died in the field of 
battle, after having triumphed viftoriouOy 
for five 6r fix years fucceifively. In Ihort, 
poor Wildgoofe, after fucking the drum-ftick, 
and licking up his parfley and butter, con* 
eluded his dinner with a good ilice of Gloo- 
cefterihire cheefe and a cruft of bread. 

Tugwell, however, who regarded more 
the quantity than the quality of his food, 
faVed better in the kitchen, where was a 
good pan-full of cow-heel frycd with onions 5

The Life of a Stroller^ Criticifms on Shakefpeare. 

A S Wildgoofe had leifurc enough, during 
his repaft, to make obfervations upoi> 
the company ; he was ftudying their feveral 
charafters, in order to fuit his fpirhual ad- 
vice accordingly.

This fpeech convinced Wildgoofc (of what 
he had before fufpe^ed), that they were part 
of a Company of Strollers. The Company 
were on their route from the Weft of England 
to Birmingham; and were to perform Cato 
that night in a barn, to defray their expences 
upon the road. 

The old mi^i was to j>Iay Syphax, and was 
the very character he intended to aA. He had 
a moft villainous phyfiognomy, and Teemed, 
by his cofiverfation, to have been a Street- 
robber. The old Lady was to appear in the 
character of Marcia, though ihe had loft one 
eye ; and, inftead of an even *^ twp-fold hedge 
of teeth,*' as Hpmer exprefles it, her broken 
fnags were more like park-pijes, or ivhat 
fchool-boys in Latin verfe call a Da£lyl, that 
is, a foot of three fyllaWes, the firft Iwg, and 

the 
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the two laftibort; yet the old Lady refemUed 
Marcia in one refpcfl, 

*• The virtuous Marcia towers above her fex;** 
for fhe was near fix feet high, alid (I will 
anfwer for it) had lived a moft virtuous life 
for many years. 

Juba had a fwelled face, yet was really 9 
genteel young fellow^ and had had 'a g.oo4 
education ; but^. as he conftffipd to Wildgopfe^ 
had been ruined by hia vanity, and a humour 
for fpouting tragedy,, which he had learned, 
at fchool ;. for he had Ijpent near two thousand 
poundS|. which his^ father left him; afid, 
though bred to a genteel profeffion, could 
never, fettle to ,bufinefs. 

^* Then> I- was quite an idolater of Shakef*^ 
" peare,'' qiuoth the Player ^ *• and having 
^^ feen M'r».Oai:ric]c play Hamlin and Othello 
« two or three times, {he a£ls with fo much^ 
^< gf/et as well as propriety^, that); I imagined 
^ it no difficult matter tp fucceed in the fame 
<< p^rts; which. determined me to go upoa 
« theftagc," 

« Why/* fays Wildgooft, « I have feep a 

*< few Plays fome years ago j and muft owa» 

*< Mn Garrick is aUnpft the only AApr I have 

** metwithj who keeps fight of Nature in his 

B 5 « xaion. 
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'^ adion, and has brought her back upon the 
" flage, whence, by all accounts, indifcri- 

minate rant and unmeaning rhodomontade 
" had baniflied all truth and propriety time 

out of mind. But, Sir, I profefs myfelf ' 

^* an enemy to all Theatrical entertainments ; 

and even to Shakefpeare himfelf, in fome 

rcfpcds." 

Oh! Sir,** (cries the young Player^ 
ftretching out hfs hand) " I muft not he?ir 
** a word againft our veirerable Patriarch, and 
** great founder of the Englifli Drama. 

** Iwill allow every objcflion that you can 
** imagine againft him. I will forgive Ben 
*/ Jonfon his malignant wi(h, * that,^ ihftead 
" of one line, he had blotted out a thou- 
** fand/ I will not pull Voltaire by the nofc 
** (though he deferves it)3^ for calling his 
**' Tragedies monjfirous Farces. I will grant the 
** Frencfeiiian, he has offended againft the laws 
" of Ariftotle and Boileaii, and flighted the 
** unities of aflion, time, and place; that,. 
^ upon fome bccafions, he abounds in mixt 
•* metaphoTSj and ufes fome harfli expreffions, 
** which the age he lived in might tolerate^ 
** and vvbich are become venerable only bjf 
** their antiquity^ But 2?ead one act, or evea 

3, ' ^* one 
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^ one fcene, in Hamlet, Othello, or Mac* 
*^ beth; and all thefe trifling eriticirms difperfe 
** like mifts before the orient fun." 

Wildgoofe began to explain himfelf, and 
to give the converfation a fpiritual turn. In 
order to which, he firft obferved to the Players, 
*' that their fituation was very unfavourable 
" to the praaice of Religion." — ** Religion !^' 
(cries the Prince of Mauritania) " I o»ljr 
" wifh we had any morality, or even com- 
^' mon honefty, amongA us. No; we are 
** Heroes, Kings, or Sultanas, upon the 
♦* ftage ; but Beggars, Sots, or Proftitutcs, 
** in our private lodgings, There is the 
^ lovely Marcia," (fays he, whifpering to 
Wildgoofe) ** would drink you two quarts 
" of ale now, if you would give it her j and, 
** if flie had* fix-pence in her pocket, Cato^s. 
** daughter would get drunk with gin before 
** fhe came upon the ftage« In fliort," (con- 
tinues the young Player) " t intend to take 
" my Ifeave of them very foon." 

Old Syphax, hearing part of this decla- 
mation agaihfl: the life of a Stroller, faid,. 
^ there was one agreeable circumftance at- 
** tending it — that they frequently fell into 
* company with fome Gentlemen of fortune, 
B 6 *' wh»> 
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<« who would treat them with a bottle of wbc, 
<« or a bowl of punch/'— This the wily 
African faid in confequcnce of the intelli- 
gence he had gained from Tugwcll ip the 
kitchen, ** that his mailer b»d four or five 
.« hundred pounds a yew/' — But Wildgool^ 
not taking the hint, my Landlord, per* 
reiving there was no more liquor called for^ 
l^ogan to grudge fuch conapany ibe ufe of his 
parlour. Hc,^ therefose, bid the Waiter bring 
a bill; and Wildgoofe foon after tqpk hia 
fcave, and, with bis truftySq^uwe, fe^ QRtJo* 
Worcefter*.

The travellferfi now proceeded without any 
lAterruptiof),. and- arrived at Worcoftor about 
fight o^clopic inthe evenii)g«. 

Mr*. Wildgopfi: made immediate lenquiiy^ 
^ whethei» then was any religious Society^ 
" in th^t city/' and fqund that only a few 
of the lower fiart- of people met once a. week 
at a private hou(e, wbofe zeal was kept aNve 
by now an4 then an occafional Preacher that 
came amongfl: them ; tha^ a confiderable part 
of t|ip town> had their attention taken up. 
by their China- work, lately eftablilhed there 
und^r the aufpices of the ingenious and' ex- 
cellent Dr. Wall ;, that the learned Prebends 
were immerfed in profound ftudies>..Qr en*

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early in the niorning» and took the road ta- 
•wards Wednelbury, Dudley, and Walfal j 
vi^hich are the chief collieries and manufa£La» 
lies in that part of the country,. 



CHAP. V. 

An unexpired Rencounter* 

nnO WARDS the middle of the day, our 
"^ travellers came into the gravelly bottonr 
©f a deep valley, through which a filver ft ream 
ran winding along, fhaded with alders, and 
inviting them to rcpofe a little in fo cool a 
retreat. Wildgoofe, according to cuftom,, 
pulled out a little godly Manual, and began 
to read j as Tugwell, by a kind of inftindV 
began to rummage his wallet, for fomething^ 
to eat; whofe example having ftronger at* 
traftions for the former,^ than his amufcment 
had for the latter, Tugwell foon brought over 
Wildgoofe to his party; and they took a com- 
fortable noonchine together. . 

' Whilft they were thiis employed^ two more- 
travellers came, th€ contrary road, to the 
lame fpot; and, without much ceremony-, 

fete 
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fate down to partake of fo agreeable a fhade. 
One of them looked like fome mechanical 
handicraft ; but the other (though his long 
hair was fomewbat in the ftyle of Ralpho in 
Hudibras) had a gentleraan-like appearance, 
both in his drefs and his addrefs* 

Wildgoofe making fome overtures by a few 
general topicks and introduftory preludes, they 
foon entered into further converfation. 

Two or three fmall birds coming to drink

-fecuxity^ as the travellers were fitting in 
a calm repofe j Wildgoofe faid, *« that he

^' little animals of the winged creation ; and 
*' that he had often thought the familiar, 
** friendly, and almoft converfable air, with 
*' which fome birds and other animals ap- 
*' proached mankind, till , they were alarmed 
" and frightened away by fome violent motloa 
*' or menacing attitude, (eemed to give credit 
** to the doftrinc of Tranfmigration ; as if 
'* fome of our own fpecies were doing penance 
^' in thofe animals, and wanted to exprefs 
** their fufferings or complaints, or to renew 
** thoir intimacy with fome old friend, or 

" fo/mec 
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^ former acquaintance. At leaft," continues^ 
Wildgoofc, " one n puzzled,, without fome 
^ fjuppofition of this kind, to account for the 
^ final caufe of their creation } many animals 
** being frequently pcrfccuted and tortured in 
*' fuch a manner, as to make their being rather 
^ a curfe than a bleffing.'* 

The ftranger replied,, "that,, when we come 
^ to talk of final caufes, or the ends propofed^ 
^ by Providence in any part of the creation,, 
*♦ we foon get out of the depth of our fhallow 
^ underilandings ;. though I am convinced,**' 
iays he, " that God has formed all his crea- 
•^ tures with a capacity of being happy,, if 
•^ they do not forfeit it by their own fault." 

This difcourfe on. Pre-exiftence brought on^ 
the fubjeft of Predeftination, Eleftion, and 
Reprobation; which his Puritanical library,, 
and his converfing with Mr. Whitfield, had; 
laught Wildgoofe tp maintain in its ftri£teft: 
fenfe. 

The ftranger oppofed his opinions^ with, 
great vehenience; and faid,. <* he would 
'*- fooner renounce bis. Bible, than believe 
•*^ thofe doArines,. as Calvin of old, pr Mr. I 
« Whitfield had of late, taught them."— I 
f« Sh-,'' feys Wildgoofe, <« I fupi^ofc then ' 

^< you 
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•* you are a follower of John Wefley's."— • . 
** No,'* replies the Arranger; " I ^m John 
*' Wefleyhimfelf. - 

Wildgoofc flarted up with the utmoft fur- 
prize, and accofted him with the moft profound 
reverence and re fpecl J and, by way of apology, 
faid, ** that, although he had lately become 
" pcrfonally acquainted with Mr. Whitfield, 
" and confefled himfelf a convert to moft of 
** his opinions ; yet he had fo great a regard for 
•* all thofc who were embarked in the fame gc- 
•* neral caufe, that he was extremely happy in. 
^^ this opportunity of cotiverfing with a man^ 
*' whofe charaAer he had fo long admired." 

He then acquainted Mr, Wefley who he him« 
felfwas; when he found Mr. Wefley was no 
ftrangertp his character or converfian. Mr. 
Wdley returned the compliment, with a pious 
wifh, " that he might be able to give him any 
** fpiritual afilftance.'* After which, Wildgoofe 
let him know bis prefent iltuation, and his in- 
tentions of vifiting the poor Colliers at Wed- 
.jjcfbury, Walfal, and fo forth. But Mr. Wef- 
ley began immediately to diffuade .him from, 
purfuing his fcheme at prefent; " for that he 
^< himfelf was, at this inftant, efcaped from a 
^' moft violent perfecution | that a large and 

** cnragect 
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** enraged mob, flirred np by fome inrerefted 
•' people, were now in arms, and in fearch of 
** every Preacher of their denomination ; and 
•* that it would be tempting Providence, to run 
** into the very jaws of that many-headed 
** monfter, a drunken multitude, who knew 
** not what they did.'* 

An Enthufiaft, like a man of courage, is fo 
far from being difmayed by an appearance of 
danger, that he generally becomes more refb- 
lute. Wildgoofe, therefore, was ftill more in- 
clined to try the ftrength of his eloquence, and 
to proceed to Wcdnefbury j till Mr, Wefley 
aflured him, ** it would be injuring the caufe, 
•' to attempt to convince them, whilft their 
" paffions and prejudices were fo ftrongly en- 
•' gaged on the other fide."^ — Wildgoofe, there- 
fore, flood corre^Sted : and a man now coming 
up with Mr. Wefley *s horfes, which he had 
been obliged to leave behind, Wildgoofe took 
his leave; and, inftead of purfuing the in- 
tended road, turned ofF towards Birmingham, 
in order to make the beft of his way ta the 
Lead^mines ia the Peak of Derbyfhire*

** but then," fays he, ** I never fufFer tbenn 
'^to^vemore at cny houfe,, tbaa they have 
** money to pay for,'* 

Wildgoofe then laid, " he f\ippofed Sir 
•* George L ■ n^s houfe was worth feeing, 
^' as fo many people came thicber for that 
*^ purpofe,**-— *< Yes," (fays a young man ia 
a livery frock) *^ Hagl^ b a noble feat ;, an4 
^^ abundatui of quality rtf^rt thither at this tima 
« of the yeaV."— Ah I" lays my Landlord,, 
** and Sir George has fomething at Hagley 
^* better worth feeing than his fine ftat. He 
/^ has, for bis wife, the fined woman,, and 
« the beft Chriftian, in. EngltoA But,**" 
fays he, <^ my fon here knows all about it ; 
** Jie was Under- butler at Sir George's ; and 
** Sir^ as you fccm to be a Gentleman, plcafc 
^* to ftep into this parlour, and I will tell 
** you more— (coining ! Sir, coming!)'* — My 
Landlord then (hewed Wildgoofe into a little 
Book, divided from the kitchc n by a partition 
of deal-boards, which prevenctd you from 
being feen, but not from being over-heard 
bjc anyone that was difpofed to liften., '* Now," 
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(fays my Landlord) " as I was telling you,

*' nocent of any amufetmntsi but then we 
^^ (hould confider them as nmufemfntt only» 
f' and not let them engrols too much of our 
<< attention; that we ought to fpiritualize 
^* our ideas as much as poffible ; and that it

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"^^ was worth while to enquure, how far I 
*^ violent afondae^fbr theft merely inanims 
-** beautie« might interfere with our' love 
*^ God, and attach us tOo flrongly to t 
^' things of this worW.*' 

Th'^ gave Mn Shenftone an opportunit 
in his turn, of combating his friend'^ enthuf 
^ic notions^ who (he found by his own a< 
count) had deferted the ftation in which h 
own choice and his Mothef^s approbatio 
had fixed him, to fally forth and preach th 
Gofpel, without any other call to thact o0ic 
than what a warm imagination had fuggefted 
and which a romantic view of converdn^ 
fmners at large had prompted bitn to under 
4akc. A 

The two friends, however, fupped togethei 
vjery amicably ; and, after drinking a cooK 
'tankard, and fpending a pretty late eveaing 
in taking over the incidents of jheir yoCitb, 
which they had fpent together ii> thp Univer- 
ilty, Mr. Shenftone ihewed his friend into an 
elegant bed-chamber, fitted up in a Gothic 
tafte; to which the bed itfelf, the reft of the 
furniture, and the painted glafs in the,, windqw,

This extraordinary letter, and his friend' 
abrupt departure, greatly alarmed Mr. Shen 
Sone: but, going out to View his principa 
cafcade, he foon difcovered the myftery ; tha 
Ilia friend, imagining he was too much zffe&ei 
-with the applaufes which were beftowed or 
liis good tafte in laying out hi^ place, had 
forced open his iluices, and emptied his refer- 
voirs; fo that, in a literal fenfe, his cifiems 
touldboUno waUr^ nor his cafcades make any 
great figure that day. And, what was more 
•diftrefsfu), he had thrown down a leaden 
ilatue of the Piping Fawn from its pedeftal; 
which was a damage that could not eafily 
be repaired befcMre the arrival of his illuftrious 
guefts.

« do. Why," (continues Jerry) ** there: 
'^ is our Squire has got a naked tbing^em^bob 
** ftands. up in the middle of the grove (it 
** is cither the Virgin Mary, or Fair Rofa- 
" mond, or Dinah * that was raviflied by 
** the Jacobites) ; and yet I never heard that 
«Vthfe Squire, or any of the family, ever faid 
•* their prayers to it, or worfhiped it." 

« Why, Jerry," (fays Wildgoofe) « a 
•* perfon may be guilty of Idolatry, by fetting 
** .his afFeftions too much upon- any thing ; 
•' upon riches or pleafures, a fine houfe or a 
'.' fine child; and, in thofe cafes, it is an 
** aft of friendfliip in any one, to take fome 
•* method (as I have done with Mr. Shenftone) ' 
** to wean them from thofe objeSs. And* 
•' Providence, out of mere kindnefs, often 
*^ deprives us [of thofe things which we have 
<• fo entirely fixed our hearts upon," 

" Whjr, to be fure," (fay$ Tugwell): * 

^^ God Almighty may do what he pleaies, ' 

•* for that matter : but then, if one tmn was 

** at liberty to take away from sanother what-'

fttfed account.; 

** ever 



** ever he hzd fet his heart upon, they might 
** take away one's wife, or one's cow, or one's 
'* dog, or one's *cat ; and then there would; 
** be no living at peace in the world* Now,- 
** there is my dog Snap ; I kves him almoft 
** as well as I ^o my wife; and, if the bcft 
** man in . Glbucefterlhire were to ftcal" my 
*' dog, I would take the law on hiniy if there^ 
** was any law to be had in the kingdom." 

Wildgoofe did not think it material to con- 
tinue the dUpute; but it occurred to him, in- 
the courfe' of this converfation, how mucli* 
his afFeftions were attached to Mifs Townfend*. 
This, however, he confidercd as a- fpiritual 
attachment; he intending only the good of 
Mifs Townfend's' foul by ah union, which, 
from the little encouragement fhe feemed to 
htve given him, he had Ibme flight hopes of 
effecting. This projeft engaged his thoughts * 
in an agreeable reverie; which prevented any 
further converfation till they arrived, about^ 
eight o'clock in the morning,, at Birmingham*^

A S Mn Wildgoofe intended, if nothing

of the King of kings, <^ not to take the 
** «ame of God in vain;" with a mixture of 
mirth, indignation^ and contempt, they re« 
doubled their oaths and imprecations upon the 
Preacher;, and one of tbem emptied the ftale ^ 
contents of an unfcowered pifs-pot full upon* 
the heads of him and his companion. As 
Mr. Wildgoofe was got almoft into the middle 
of the ftreet, in order to dire<% his voice ta^ 
them more commodioufly, . he received only^" 
a flight fprlnkling of their intended kindnefs ; :

Tugwell, . being lefs patient (at. this ill • 

return of their intended favour), fpitting and J 

rubbing bis face, and fhaking his cloaths^ ex* 

claimed with fome indignation againfl hts >

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Mafier, foi? this unfeafonable interpofiCion ; 
<^ Pok-i-cat take it, 'for me! the bload, and 
<< guts^ and the Di^il, and all, I thinks is 
<< upon our heads: and it was no other wife 
** likely; what, the dickiml had we to do> 
^^ with folks that were quarreling up in a 
*< garret, and never troubled their heads about 
« us V 

« Well," quoth Wildgoofe, «« as the Ro- 
** man Emperor faid, when he laid a tax upoA 
" urine, * .the fmcll of money is fwcct, 
** whencefoever it comes ;' fo, I can 'fay, 
^' perfecution is fweetand wholefome, in any 
" fliape whatfocver-"— " Yes,'' fays Tugwell, 
"even in the Ihapeofa pifs-pot, I fuppofe. 
** The fmell of money may be fwcet; but, 
** I am fure, neither the fmell, nor the tafte, 
** of what was thrown upon our heads was 
** either fweet or wholefome ; at leaft, I had 
** rather your Worfliip fhould have it than 
<* I, if you think it fo very fweet and fo whole- 
« feme." 

The haplefs Pilgrims now paffed on through 

Birmingham ; Wildgoofe leading tht way, 

and l^ugwell at fome little diftance behind 

him. Wildgoofe, refle£ling upon what had 

.juft happened, faid, <« he began to wonder

^< civil to.thenu'* 

** Odfbobs ;'* cries Jerry (looking up to 
the window of a little ihop), *^ there is a fine 
** plumb-pudding !" 

** The friendfliip of the world is enmity 
** with God," continues Wildgoofe; 

" It is fmoaking hot, juft out of the oven,*^ * 
fays Tugwell. 

" My zeal began to cool ; and I grew quite 
^* remifs in my duty," proceeds the Matter, 

•* I have a great mind to hare a penny-worth • 
*' of it," fays the man. 

** But come. Jet us make the beft of oufv 
** way, to refcue the poor Miners from the 
** power of Satan,'* fays WJldgoofe. 

'^ I muft and will go back, and have a flice 
•^ of that pudding," fays Tugwell. 
Thu« the. Matter and Man proceeded in a . 
. kind of folilpquy, entirely inattentive to each 
other. ' BitH,; when Wildgoofe' difcoVered his - 
fellovf -traveller's gluttonous intention, and' 
faw him return with a good flice of pudding 
in his hand, "Ah! jerry, Jerry" (cries he) . ' 
** fwallow thy fpittle^ and fubdue thy appc- 
** tite. I thought thbu hadft juft fatisficd the 
^* demands of Nature with an hearty breakfaft ;?:, ' 
' C 6 " ani 
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the initial letters of <* Julia Townfcnd,*' con- 
tributed more perhaps to keep alive Mr. 
Wildgoofe's paffion, than the moft tender 
Epiftle, or a complete view of her, might 
have done, 

Wildgoofe was deliberating with himfelf, 
whether he (bould not return to Birmingham, 
and find out Mifs Townfend, efpecially when 
he liad fo good a pretence as that of returning 
her handkerchief; when Tugwell came up 
to liim (with his jaws yet in motion fron^ 
mafticatfng his baked pudding); and cries out,

Wildgoofe way fo provoked at Jerry^s grofs 
ideas, that he could hardly forbear flriking 
him.~ « Beft drink P' (cries Wildgoofe, 
preffing the handkerchief, -which breathtd the 
fragrance of* lavender and eau-de-luce, with 
j-apture to his breaft) *< I would not part with 
*' it for thd richeft wines of Canary or Cyprus, 
f ^ nor for all the' health of the Indies." 



•' <« Odfbobs J 
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" Odfbobs ! Maftcr," (fays Tugwell) « j6vl 
** fcem to be as • fond of the young woman's 
*< handkerchief^ as I am of plumb-padding. 
^< One would think it was a Iove-toy» and 
•* that it was given you by yotir fwcet-heart, 
** And, for that matter, it feemed to be a good 
*< plump young woman that dropped it out of

Wildgoofe. did not sUke.to have; the ob)eft

he yet determined whether he (hould return 
to Birmingham or not^ and endeavour to get 
an interview with Mifs Townfend. But, 
recollecting that the races at Warwick would 
be within a fortnight,, which being the neareft 
meeting to his own native place, and fancying 
he had a particular call to bear his teftimony 
againft the lawfulnefs of thofe diverfions, he 
was determined in himfelf (as foon as he had 
opened his commiffion in the Peak) to attend* 
them.

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<<left; and the Parfon and Mr. Selkirk 
*^ have been here, waiting for their dinner, 
"this half-hour.**--," Well, well/' (lays 
Slicer) *< if that be all, there is no great harm 
« done. But — 

*< Let me fee ; I took my Boftock's Cordial 
'* this morning. Come-, bring my Stomachic 
«*^ Tincture : I will juft take a few drops of 
>< that, to ftrengthen my ftomach ; and a 
*< little Balfam of Life, and one or two of my 
<< Pilulae Salutariae ; and then you may fend 
*• up dinner as foon as you will." 

•'But,*' (fays Mrs. Quick) « if I had- 
<< known you would have brought any ftran- 
^< gers, I would have made a cuftard*pudding« 
** However, I can juft beat up two or three 
*< eggs, and a fpoon-full of cream, and a little 
<< orange flower-water, and make a little 
« pudding, in the catching up of a laufe- 
« pan.'' 

Mr. Slicer faid, ^< fhe might do as fhe 
•* would.'! Then,' bidding her ihew Tugwell 
into the^ kitchen, he took Mr. Wildgoofe into 
an handfome parlour ; wh^re they found Mr.4 
Slicef's niece (who was come onaviiit), witt^ 
her little boy and girl; Mr. Selkirk, above-^ 
•lemioned, who was a School-mafter in th^'

The fervant having brought the preparation, 
with a large bafon of veal-broth, Slicer fwal- 
lowed the naufeous prefcription with great 
alacrity ; though the virtues, or even the fafety, 
of that medicine have juftly been queftioned, 
notwithftanding the deciflon of our wife Le- 
giflators in its favour. 

Wildgooffi could not tut exprefs his afto- 
nilhment at Mr. Slicer's credulity in this re- 
fpe£i: ; and faid, *^ he was afraid he might in-

^^ and vifcid humours^ and prepare them to be 
** thrown ofF by inienfible perfpiratim j or 
'•* fuch as ftrengthen the nerves^ comfort the 
•* *rtf/w, and revive the fpirits ; or** (as an 
ingenious Writer exprefies it) •* fuch as, tf«- 
** bitious of immortd fame^ fly immediately to 
^' the ^^ir^affeded, and enter into conteft with 
*^ the ^^^r^ff/ humours^ and either expel or 
« fubduc them.*'* 

Wildgoofe and the reft of the company 
could with diificulty fupprefs their mirdi, to 
hear poor Slicer thus retail the ftudied pane* 
gyricks of interefted Empirics in favour of 
their own noftrums. But the little fat ReAor 
of the parifh, who was a good-natured and 
polite man, turned the converfation to fome 
general topicks^ and dinner foon made its 
appearance.

health by jtoo great a quantity of %abolefoms 
food I and made work for the Doctor, by an 
unnccefTary ufe of quack medicines; by in* 
fallible Noftruois, Reftoratives, Cordials, 
Balfams of Life, Tinftures, Elixirs, and the 
like. For he couU never read an advertife^ 
ment of that kind, but he longed to make the 
experiment ^ taking it for granted, that every 
medicine bad ail the virtues it pretended to, 
and really performed all that its Vender engaged 
for in his ffiUng recommendation of it to the 
f uUic 
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Hifiory of a Lof^-Kvtr^ and other Chit- chat. 

A FTER dinner, Mr. Sliccr put round the 
•^^ bottle of port, but bid the fervant bring 
him his Scor%onira*yfr2Lttt . Mr. Selkirk alked 
him, " what the virtues of that Scorzoncra- 
*^ water were, which he obferved he d*ank 
^ tszry d^y after dinner ?"— <* I do not know 
D 3 " what 
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*^ what the particular virtues are/' fays Sllcer; 
*^ I only know, that it has contributed to 
<^ prolong life to above an hundred years. 

•* Did yeu never meet with the Hiftory of 
'^ Francis Hongo, furnamed Hyppazoli, who 
*^ died at an hundred and fourteen (the be- 
^' jginning of this century) at Smyrna^ where 
^ he was Conful for the Venetians i 

*^ Hongo never was fick ;. his fight, hearings 
*< and intellectual faculties, continued entire 
^ to the laft. He would walk feven or eight 
^^ miles every day» At aa hundred, his white 
** haira are faid to have turned black again ; 
^^ and, what is ec^ually furprizing, having 
*^ loft all his teeth, at an hundred and tea he 
^* cut two large ones in his upper jaw*. 

** This Gentleman drank no othec liquoK 
*^ than a wateir diftilied. from Scorzonera, or 
' <* Vipcrgrafs ; neither wine, ftrong liquors^ 
*^ coffee, or tea;^ nor ufed tobacqp. Towards 
*' the laft, he lived chiefly upon broths and 
*^ ripe fruits, which he always eat wkh 
« bread. 

** He viras a man of great merit,, wit, and 
^^ honour; his only failing was too great an 
^^ attachmient to the fair fex«. He had, by his 

*^ wife 
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** Wife and two or three concubines, nine and 
" forty children." 

As foon as Mr. Slicer had finiflied his little 
hiftory, all on a fudden he bent down his body, 
and leaned his elbows upon his knees, dif- 
torting his face into a variety of wrinkles. 
" Blefsme! Uncle," fays the Lady, « what 
** is the matter? lam afraid you are ilL"— 
*^ Oh ! nothing at all,'^ fays Slicer, fmiling ;

Slicer now fell into a mufing pofture for 
near a minute, with his eyes fixed upon the 
Lady. ** Niece," fays he, "your hufband's 
** father lived to above ninety, .merely by 
" walking; and I will waliJ^ He had nq 
fooner formed his refolution, than, for- 
getting for a moment that there was any 
company in the room, he ftarted up, and put it;

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in execution. After a turn round the garden, 
recollefting that feme of the company were

« decree with a long preamble^ like a modem 
** Ajft of Parliament, the Magiftrates fen? 
*^ them this laconic melTage, Mn mpiiFcHSrs, 
"'A not walkf '^ which immediately put %^ 
** ftop to that unneceflary confumption of 
^< time, as they cfteemed it.** 

« Well,'* ftysSlicer, " I fliould beforry^ 
" qn account of my brethren of the quill, to 
•* have that laconic ftile introduced into our 
• i£liao. Var. Hift. 

« law- 
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^^ law-proceedings. But you put me in mind 
*' of another inftance of Spartan feverity^ not 
^ foreign to our purpofe,. on the fubjedt o£ 
^ health.. 

** * Lyfander going upon public bufinefi- 
^ into Ionia, amongft other prefcnts fent him^ 
** upon bis landing, there was fomc ox-bepf 
^* and a large cbeefe-cake» He furveyed the 
^ latter with fbme curiofity; and, in the 
^^ modern phrafe, enquired, * what the Devil 
" it was ?^ Thofe that brought it told him,. 
** * it was a compofition of honey, cheefe^ 
" and other ingredients/— -^Ob ! very well,* 
" fays he; ^give that to my fervants; for 
" I am fore it is not fit for a Gentleman to eat.*' 
" He then ordered .the beef to be dreffed in the- 
^* Spartan way, and on that made an excel- 
" lent meal.'" 

** Why, to be fure, the only way to prefcrve 
" health, is to eat plain food,'* lays the Scotch- 
man ; ^* and the only way to deftroy it,, is tO' 
^ cram in fuch mixtures as you do in England^, 
^ ikicc French Cooks have been in vogue.'*'

TnHE little Redor obfcrvcd, ^^ They had ha* 
•*• « a long diflcrtation upon the fobjcft ;:

•* dation of all other enjoyments. But/' con- 
tinues' he,^ ^^ too great a folicitude on that 
^* account is not only unworthy a man of

** ferve. I know, with regard to myfclf,'* 
f^ys he, << that, having gone through a

*^ books of PhySc, I brougW myfelf, by my- 
*' whims and apprehenfions, and by tampering 
*< with my own conftitution, into a very barf 
^^ ftate of health. I have read a treatife upoa 
^^ fleepj that has kept me awake all nighty;, 
*' 3nd 1 ftudicd Dr. Chcync upon Health and

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*• Long Liftj till I broMght myfdf to the bnnk 
^ of Death.'' 

« Why,'* faya Wildgoofe, «. I have heard 
" of a young man at Oxford, who, going 
^^ through a courfe of Anatomy, and hearings 
** the Doftor expatiate upon the beautiful con- 
** trivance of Nature in guarding the DuSius 
" Tboradcus (or the tube that conveys the 
** whole chyle of the body into the arteries)^ 
** by the ribs on one fide, and the back^ 
^' bone on the other, and being told that the, 
^< leaft touch almoft on that part would be. 
*' immediate death ;. the young fellow was 
** met, the next day, leanrng forwards, with 
^^ one hand held up to guard his breaft, or 
*^ thorax \ and the other ftretched out, and 
" defiring eyery one he (aw to ftand off; for,, 
" (fays he) if you do but touch, my Du^us, 
" Thoracicus, I am a dead man." 

'' Yes," faysSlicerj «*^ and I have heard aa 
^ addition to that ffory, which, I fuppofe, you 
** do not care to mention. — Sir John Shad* 
** well, Phyfician to- George the Firft, was 
V telling this very ftory at court to Lady 
« D , who laughed heartily at it ; and,, 

** meeting the Doftor the next day, fhe put 
" hcxiclf in the fame attitude, and defired him^ 
D 6 ** to 
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*« to ftand pff i for, (fays (he) if you do but 
•* touch my^-what da you call it? — I am a dead 
5* woman." ... 

'< Well," fays the Httlc Reaor, " it ia 
•* certainly better to be really iH fometimes^ 
^* than to be fo hippifh, and perpetually anxi- 
^' ous about one's health. A friend of mine» 
^* a jolly fellov^, finding me in my room with 
*^ Cheyne's book upon Health and Long 
** Life before me, threw it into the fire ^ 
*' partly to cure me of my whims, . and partly^ 
** I believe, for the fake of a diftich, which he 
** pretended to repeat extempore : 
** I'd fcorn the heidth fach rigid rules muft givei 
** Nor facrifee the ends of life,, to live.'* 
A? this converfatioQ feemed obliquely to 
glance at Mr. Slicer; Selkirk feid,. by way of 
countenancing his friend, "Why, to be fure, 
^^ my countryman might carry the matter too* 
^^ far; yet, I think,, no man can be too 
<< careful of his health, nor be blamed for 
*< ftudying the rules which have been laid 
** down by Phyficians for that pjurpofe.*'— 
«« Why," fays Wildgoofe, " as m9ft difeafes 
" incident to the human body arc generally 
^^ allowed to proceed from indolence ' and re- 
«* pletion, I fliould think there can no rulea 
3 « be 
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^' be wanting, to prefer vc, or even to reftore 
^* its ^ut' exercife and temperance ^ and^ int 
^' many cafes, even fyftingy or an entire ab*- 
^' ftinence from all kinds of food ;. this, at 
<^ leaft, if made ufe of at the beginning of ^ 
^* difeafe, I have always found fufficient to 
<< check its progrefs, or put a ftop to mofl^ 
" complaints.*' 

^< As you alt feem to be propofing com* 
^< pendious rules or laconic prece'pts for 
« health,** fays the little Rcflor^ " I think„' 
*' there can be none better, or more com- 
•' prehenfive, than thofe which Dr. Scar*-' 
** borough, Phyfician to Charles IL gave 
•* to the Dutchefs of Porifmouth — Madam^ 
^^ (fays he) you muft either eat lefs, or ufet 
*« more exercife^ or take phyfic> or— bo- 
"ikk.'-^

jf new Syjfem of Education^ 

TLTR. Sliccr now (by way of (hifling the 
converfation) afked Selkirk, ** bow his^ 
** Pupil went on V* whicb was SliccrV little 
Coufin Johnny,^ and who was in the room, 
with bis black firing, and blu^ fllk waiftcoat. 

Mr. Selkirk (as we have already obferved)' 
was the School-mailer of the village. He had 
formerJy been a travelling Scotchman ; v but, 
marrying a i?armcrV daughter with four or five 
hundred pounds^ had opened a £bop, and fet 
up a little fchool, and profefled to teach,, not 
only Reading, Writing, and Accompts, but 
Latin and Greek, Algebra, Logarithms, and^ 
Trigonometry, and all the moft abftrufe parts- 
of the Mathematics- He had really had the 
rudiments of a learned education,, and was^

•* There, now,** (ays Selkirk, "in this 
*^ manner I teach them the whole Grammar. 
<^ I make eight boys reprefent the eight parts of 
<^ Speech. TheNounSubflantiveftandsby him- 
**^felf}' the Adjcfiive has another boy to fup- 
<« port him i. the Nominative cafe carries a lit^e 

•* wand 
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•• wai^d before the Verb y tbe Accufative cafe 
<< walks after, and fupports his train : I let 
^ the four Conjugations make a party at Wbiflv 
^ and the three Concords dance the Hay to-^ 
•* gether^ and fo on/* 

The company Jaughed, at Selkirk's projed ;. 
but the little fa(; Dodtior, who bad b«en brec^ 
at a public fchool, obferved, ^ That it was 
*^ very pretty in theory (and fa was Milton's 
*< and Locked method )v and might pleafe fond 
^< mothers ; bi^t, he imagined^ the great men. 
^' in Queen Elizabeth's time had ftudied tbia^ 
^< afFair more deeply than has been ever done 
•* fince ; yet they thought fome c$ercive power* 
•* in the Teacher was very ncccffary ;. and, if 
" boys^ were fuflfercd to lay by the purfuit of 
^ dead languages as foon as ic ceafed to be> 
" agreeable to them, he wias of opinion^ they 
*• would make but a. very flender progrefs in. 
" Gxeek and Latin," 

In (lead of continuing the dispute, Mx. Sli^ 
cer obferved, ** that Mr. Splkirk, though » 
** Scotchman, taught the true pronunciation 
*' of the Engliih language much better than^ 
**the generality of fchool-mafterav" and, as 
a proof of his aflbrtioni took up a Common 
Prayer book, that lay in the parlour«*win« 

dow^ 
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dow, and made little Johnny give a fpecimen 
of hi» abilities in that refpefl, — ** Mam- 
•* ma," fays Jacky, " I am to have a new 
*« hat, next Sunday," — "Yes, my Jacky 5 
** mind your book, and you fliall." 

Jacky then, by Selkirk's dircftion, began 
to read, with an audible voice, the exhortation 
in the Morning Service, where the words humbU 
and acknowledge come two or three times over. 
He pronou'nced the b in bumble very ftrong;

« True, Sir, (fays Selkirk) " but we ought 
•* to come as near to perfcflion in every thing 
«« as poiEble." — <« According to that rule,** 
fays the Doftor, ** why do not you pronounce 
•* the h in bcneft and honour*^ why do not you 
•* pronounce the word people, pf-ople^ as it is 
" written I and why does not every body fay,. 
^^ burial, as my Clerk and the Grave-diggers 
*' in Hamlet do ? In ihort,** fays the DoiElor,. 
** there is fomething fo difagreeable to me 
♦* in pronouncing the word humble with an 
<* afpirate, that I could as foon chew tobacco 
•' (which I mortally hate) as bring myfelf to 
•• pronounce it fo."

Mr. Grilkirt lamented *' the difappoint- 
*^ ment he had met with, in Rivers's imprudent 
^^ match ; that he had flattered himfelf with 
^* the hopes of bis Nephew's making fome 
*• figure in life, and even diflinguifhing him-^ 
*« felf in the learned world ; and had intended; 
^^ to have done fomethtng handfome for bim at 
« his death i** and the like* 

Wildgoofe began to make fome excufe for 
hh friend's imprudent condu£i:, by encomiums- 
on Mrs. Rivers's perfonal accompli(hments and 
behaviour: to which Grifkin (looking down 
with a referved air) made no reply. 

When Mr. Grifkin found, however, (by 
feveral circumflances) that Wildgoofe had 
been intimate with .bis Nephew in the Uni- 
yerfity ; and alfo that he bad only come acci- 
dentally to Mr. SUcer*« bouCc for refrefhment 

oa 
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on his journey ; he faid, *^ he flkould be glad 
<' to have more converfation with him 
•* upon the fubjcft ;'* and invited hiai» *• to 
^^ go and drink coffee at his houfe, and even 
^< to take a. bed there, if confillent with hia 
** engagements J* 

As Wildgpofe was in hopes of doing his old 
friend RiVers fome fervice, and alfo knew th& 
little Do&or to be pioufly difpofed, he accepted 
of his invitation, having firft provided for the 
reception alfo of his fellow-traveller; and,, 
taking leave of his benevolent hoft Mr. Slicer 
and his company, went ta the Re^ory with: 
Mr. Griftin. 

The Parfon^ge-houfe was a modem building, 
and neatly furniflied j and the gardens (inftead ^ 
of being laid out, ia the prefent tafte, with fun* 
burnt lawns and barren (hrubs) were comfort* 
ably inclofed with fruit waUa, filberd-hedges, 
and codlin trees; with a good pigeQn-boufe^ 
pouUry^yard, an4 fiihrponds;. and^ in (hort,, 
with every thing that could contribute to the 
comfort and convenience of this life.. 

Grifkin w^ a man of the eld^fafiuoned piety, 

that fhcwed his Faith by his Good Works. 

He gave much in charity, prayed oftfn^, and 

iafled now and then*. Having the tithes in 

, his 
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his own hands^ it enabled him to keep a plen- 
tifbl table, to whkh every fober honeft mart 
"ivas welcome. He every Sunday invited by 
turns fome of his Parifliioners to dine with 
him ; one or two of the mod fubflantial in the 
parlour, and as many of the oldeft and pooreft 
in the kitchen. This made them pay their 
fithes and dues chearfully ; which Grilkin ex- 
a<9ed of them pun<5hialiy, but not with rigour. 
If a Farmer had any lofs, or remarkably bad 
year, he made him fome little allowance 3 and, 
if a Cottager paid him a groat at Eafter which 
he could ill ^are, perhaps he would give his 
family a fix-penny loaf the Sunday following. 
By this means he kept up his dignity, and 
fecured his right, and the love of his pariih at 
the fame time.

Further Aaount of the little fat ReJlon 

XTCJTHEN Mr. Griftin was alone with 

^^ Wildgoofe, he told him, «* that he 

«^ (bould not have been fo much difpleafed with 

« bis Nephew Rivers, for pleafing himfclf in 

•* marryifigy 
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was much pleafcd with Wildgoofe^s ical for 
the converfion of Sinners. He lamented the 
great decay of Chriflian piety ; and informed 
Wildgoofe of the methods he himfelf had

veller all night : and, the next nK>rning,

Wildgoofe now took his leave of Mr. 
Grifkin, being rejoined by hi« friend Tugwell, 
who had fpent the evening as much to his 
fatisfa^lion in the kitchen, as his Mailer had 
done in the parlour.

XX7HEN the two friends were now alone

Having made an hearty breakfaft at Mr, 
<3riikin's, our travellers flayed no longer in 
Litchfield, than whilft \Vildgoofe found out 
the poft-ofEce, and put in his letter to his 
friend Rivers^ and then trudged on, with 
great alacrity, without halting, till they came 
to Uttoxeter, in their way to Aflibourn, th« 
iirft town of any note in Dcrbyfliire. 

There was a nearer way, through the Foreft 
of Nedwood, but more difficult to find ; and 
Tugwcll could not yet feparate the ideas of 
Robbers, Outlaws, and Wild-beafts, from

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on the erperimenty ventured to give afingle^- 
fifue ; and the Dodor picked up eight or nine 
{hillings more by this flratagem, which was 
more than the intrinfic value of his horfe-load 
of medicines.

♦* fame remedies for contradidory complaints,"^ 

Wildgoofe then (by an eafy tranfition) pro- 
ceeded to dire<5i them to the true Phyfician of 
thtir fouls : and recomfl^ded Faith' aloney as the. 
infallible catholicon for all their maladies^ 

** Yes, yes," cries Tugwell ; ^* here is the 
** true fpiritual Mountebank, Gentlemen : here 
•* is the Quack Doftor of your fouls." 

" Yes," fays the Merry Andrew, " and thou! 
** ar^ the true fpiritual Tom FoolJ' — 

Doftor Stubbs himfelf alfo (having flopped. 
on his horie at the gate-way of the inn, to hear 
and fee the event of Wildgpofe^s mounting the, 
roftrum), obferving the obvious parallel between 
Wildgoofe's irregular praflice in the Theological 
way, and thato'f a Mountebank in the Medical,^ 
could not forbear appealing to the mob;! 
" whether an itinerant Preacher (fuch as thefe, 
** Methodifts) were not more of the Quack. 
^ than he was, who pretended to have dif-' 
E 6' «« covered; 
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f * covered a more compendious way to Heaven ; 
*< and to prefcribe Faith alone, as the univerfal 
** cure for all difeafes. Let the Parfon keep to 
<* his church ; the Farmer to his plough ; and 
« the Cobler to his ftall"— fays the Dodor. 

Tugwell, thinking the Do£tor had difcovered 
fomething of their profeffion^ now took up the 
cudgel ; and faid, *^ he was no Cobler ; but 
** made fhoes. as well as nunded them : that 
** his Mafter 'wzs no Farmer \ but as good a 
*' Gentleman as the Dodor, for all his red cap I 
*^ and kept as good an horfe^ if he had a mind 
<* to make ufe of him." 

The Merry Andrew, hearing his mafl:ertreat« 
cd with fuch familiarity by a fellow of Tug- 
welPs mean appearance, laid bold on his wallet^ 
which bung over his (houlder, and almoft pulled 
him backwards ; telling him at the iame time, 
" thathefuppofed it was filled with old (hoes/* 
Tugwell, wh) was afraid of nothing (butghbfls 
and .fire-arms), began to retort upon Pili-garlic 
with the arm offlefti; but he, having more wit 
and agility than courage, gave Jerry a fwinging 
blow on the face with his fword of lath j and 
then made his efcape amongft the croud. Thia

Jn affeHing Scene. TugweU in Jeopardy. 

TV/TR. Wildgoofe, before he went to reft, 
having made proper enquiries which was 
the moft unfrequented part of the Peak, yet 
abounded with the greateft number of jnines, 
arofe pretty early ; and having, at TugweU** 
requeft, taken a flight breakfaft, he was pre«* 
paring to fally forth ; when a woman, who (as* 
flie returned from the Do£lor) h^d he^rd WiW* 
goofe hold forth the preceding night, came ahd^ 
intreated him *^ to go and pray with her hut 
** band ; who,'* {he faid, " had.be^n in a Ian-* 
^* guiibing condition for fome tim^ and was' 
" now ((he feared) near his end..** 

Wildgoofe was pleafed with the opportunity 
of doing a charitable adlion, as well as with the 
compltmeot paid to his eloquence and his piety •' 

Ho 
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He therefore immediately complied with the 

woman's requeft. 

When he came, he faw a very affefling, 
though, at the fame time, a fomewhat ridiculous 
fcene. The poor man had one fon, who was a 
gxtzt fchollard \ that is, he could read without 
fpelling ; and, by way of comforting his father, 
the young man had got an old folio Common 
Prayer book ; and was reading the adf of unifor- 
tnity to the fick man, with a very audible voice : 
to which the poor man liftened with great at- 
tention J and faid, «* it was very comfortable 
"doarine." Wildgoofe aflced him (as he 
fcemcd fo well difpofcd) «* why he had not fenC 
« for the Minifter of his parifh ?" The ficfc 
man faid, ** he had done fo, when he was firft 
"taken ill; but that the Minifter had given

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The poor man faiJy *^ he did fo, and trufted 
** only to his mercy/' Wildgoofe then affurcd 
him, *< his fins were forgiven ;** and they parted 
entirely fatisfied with each other. 

When Wildgoofe returned to the inn, he 
found, to his great furprize, his friend Tugwell 
taken into cuftody hy a Conftable ; who was 
hurrying him away before a Juftice of the 
Quorum, that lived very near the town ; for Jerry, 
though far advanced in life, had had' but little 
. experience of the ways of men^ Being there- 
fore in his political principles (as we have al- 
ready obferved) rather attached to the Stuart 
faniily ; and the town of Aihbourn, fince the 
late march of the Rebels through that place, 
being divided into two parties (who perfccuted

** the Rebellion ; that he had let his hair grow,.

•VI^HEN they came before the Juftice, al>

" glad to have feen the young Pretend^^r/'^ The 
Juftice (who was a fenfible man,, and endear* 
voured, as much as poffible, to reftore and pre- 
ferv c the peace amongft his neighbours) obferved,. 

«^if 
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** if that were all, he could find nothing trca- 
*' fonable in what the prifoner had faid ; erpect*^ 
** ally as he fpoke of the Pretender as fuch,* 
** and not as having the leaft Ihadow of right to 
'^ the crown of England. In fliort, it appeared 
^^ to him, that all he had faid, feemed to pro- 
-•' ceed from curiqfity^ rather than from diflcyaU^ 
«* to King George." 

The Juftice then aflccd, " what they had td 
•* fay againft the other prifoner, Mr. GeofFry 
«' Wildgoofe by name ?'* The Conftablc faid^ 
^^ there was a Gentleman prefent, who knew 
*^ him to be a Jefuit, and had feen him in York 
^' goal during the Rebellion ; arid would take 
** his oath of it." Do£lor Stubbs was then 
called upon, to make good his charge. But the 
Dodor, who only owed Wildgoofe a grudge for 
fpeaktng difrefpeftfully of his profeffion, and 
was confcious all he had (aid was an impudent 
lye, had given them the flip; and had taketi 
this opportunity of marching out of town with* 
out being peked by the mob, as he richly 
deferired. 

An old man, however, whofe wife was a 
favourer of the Methodffis, faid, << fuch fellow^ 
<^ as Wildgoofe and his companion ought to

^' to mind her knkting, and* buftle about, and 
^^ fcolddii hinn,.all the day long. But, fmce thefe 
^ Mcthodids had come about, and convartedher^ 
*' ibe minded nothing but reading and pray* 
*' ing, and finging Pfalms, from morning to 
«« night." The good Juftice faid, «* if the con^ 
•* varting his wife was all the mifchief they had 
*^ done, he wiflied they would convart all the 
^^ fields in the parifh." And fo, after afking- 
Wildgoofe a few queftions, he ordered the Con- 
ftable to releafe them, and difmiiTed the com-^. 
paay from hitj prcfencc. 

The Jacobite Barber, whoie caufe (as we 
obferved) Tugwell had efpoufed, as foon as hta 
Worfhip was out of fight, clapped Jerry oa the 
Ihoulder, by way of triumph % and faid, *< aa 
** he himfelf was acquainted with the Butler ; 
<* and Tugwell, he found, was a curious man ;. 
•* he would (hew him a curiofity. — The Prince 
^' is in this houfe now," (fays he, whifpering 
in Tugweirs ear.) Jerry ftarting with furprize'^ 
the Barbec got bi3 friend the Butler to take him 
up the back ftairs, into a long gallery^ which 
kd to the principal bed-chambers ;^ on the doors 
o£ which had been written by the Quarter* 

mafiec 
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maftcr with chalk (and afterwards traced over 
with white-lead by way of curiofity) the names 
of the Prince^ Lord Ogilvy, Piifligo, and other 
Rebel-chiefs ; who, in their way to Derby,, 
having halted one night in Alhbourn, had been 
quartered in this Gentleman's houfe. 

Tugwell expieffed great furprize at feeing the

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v^hom (as we obfervedj he had formerly been 
converfanc:

*• Loft andneglcet the creeping hours of time ; 

** If ever you have liv*d in better ^ys ; 

** If ever beoa where bells have knoU'd to church— 

' « Ah l** fays Tugwell, *« I wifli I could hear 
•* our bells knoH t$ church this very moment ? 
^^ 1 would foon be at home again in my own 
*♦ ftall : I am quite tired with this vaggibond 
^^ life. But, come. Matter, let us go and en- 
** quire our way to the next town, and not 
^^ wander about this wildernefs country all 
« night.*' 

Jerry then }ooked abcrut, and found a 
iheep-track, that led winding down the hill; 
but they were forced to defcend above a quar- 
ter of ^ mile, before they could difcover the 
place from whence the n\ufic proceeded ^ when 
they beheld a lofty arcK, or natural cavity,

«^ and gpod. liquor: aod what, would'ft have 
« more ?'' 

When the fervant had given Jerry h^ an* 
fwer, and was returning, a young Lady (whole 
curioilty was very impetuous) ran down a few 
(lepst . to iiiquire what thofe men wanted j 
and, having fatisfied herfelf, ran and told the 
company, " that there were two droll freachers^ 
*^ who had loft their way; and one of them 
** pretended to be a Gentleman of fortune, 
•' but (he fuppofed (by the fervant's account) 
*• he was a Methodift Preacher." 

Thb company confifted of Sir William and 
Iiady Forefter. (who lived in the- neighbour- 
hood), and fome friends that were with them 
in the houfe ; who came to enjoy a fine even- 
ing in this romantic fcene, which Sir William 
had a little decorated, as above defcribed.

CIR William Foreflcr was a* Gentleman 
of fine fenfe; and (what is not alwajtt 
a confequence) of fine tafte, not only in the 
polite arts, Mufic, Paintingi Architeftur?) 
and the like; but in life and manners. He 
had the art of making every company happy,| 
and the greater art * of making hlmfelf hapgy 
in every company » Some of his wife neigh* 

' hours, indeed, were a little fcandalized, at hjs 
admitting people of inferior rank fo fretjuentfy 
to his tables but Sir William (like Swift^s 
Virtuofo, who could extraA fun-beams frorW 
cucumbers) had the (kill of extrading enter* 
tainment from the moft infipid companions \ 
of difcovering humour in the moft phlegmatic 
Divine; or folid fenfe in (the moft trifling of 
all charaders) a country Dancing^mafter. 

Lady Forefter was a woman of uncommon 
merit, confidtring the peculiar circtimftances 

' attending her education* She was the daughter 

•f Lord ■ — ^ who was a profcft Infidel, and 

F a abfoltttely 
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abfoluteljT forbid thofe who were about bi» 
children to inftill ai>y religious prejudices (as 
be called them) into their tender minds^ by 
leaching them their catechifm, or by fuffering 
them to read any books on religioiis fubje&s. 
Nay, he. feverely puniflied his favourite child, 
of ten years old, for prefuming to look into a 
"Bible. 

*" He was pf Lord Shaftfbury's opinion, *' that 

^ there is no' neccflary ' connexion between 

■^^ Religion and Virtue; and even that people 

'♦* may te .good moral men, and good mem- 

'^^bcrscif fociety, without the belief of a God." 

And he con fide red himfelf as an inftance of his 

^aflertions; as he lived a tolerably fober life, 

^nd performed feveial generous and charitable 

'^aftioris, without the pretence of any religious 

' motive ; though it is well known * that, for 

want of an uniform principle, he was frequently 

guilty of the moft flagrant inftanccsof vice and 

immorality. 

Lady Forefter's mother, however, (who was 

a very pious and a very fenfible woman) had 

taken care to iRftill fome ihort principles of 

'Religion into her daughter ; but, dying' whilft 

Lady Forefter was very young, {he uhderwent 

' a trial of a different kind, from the capricious 

indulgence 
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indulgence of her fattier'; who fettled her, 
when fhe was jufl: fixteen, in a houfe in town, 
with an equipage and fuitable domeftics and 
attendants entirely at her own command* 
Her Lady(hip's good fenfe, however, fupported 
her, without the lead cenfure, in this critical 
fituation i and the utoioil indifcretion, which 
the fevereft critic could ever charge her with, 
was of a romantic kind; the rambling once 
et twice into Hyde-paik, at a diftance from 
her equipage and attendants ; and reading un-. 
der a tree (accompanied only with a female, 
friend) with all the fccuricy of rural inno**: 
€cnce. 

Lady Forefter was now> however, the mo- 
ther of feveral children ; whom file bred up in 
the ftrifttft principles of Religion and Virtue^ 
which will probably make them ornaments 
to the rifing generation ; thoug^h her Lady-* 
(hip herfelf was a little inclined to the myflic^ 
or rather the feraphic. Theology ; being* a 
great admirer of Fenclon*s, Norris's, and orhcj 
works of the fame kijod. — But to return to otft^ 
Story*. 
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CHAP. X. 



Cbavaeier of Ccknel Rappiu 

Ti/r I S S Kitty Forcftcr (who^ though mudk 
^ *** younger, was fiflcr to Sir William, anct 
the Lady whofe voice they had heard) having^ 
made her report, *' that the travellers had loft 
^ their way j** the company voted, by way of 
fun, ** to fend for them up to Reynard* s ball \*^ 
which was the name given to this natural 
grotto, or cavity in the rock, where the com- 
pany was fitting. 

As Wildgoofe, though in his travelling dif- 
babille, had a gentleman-lilce appearance, he> 
was defired to fit down amidft this helU ajini'^ 
Heey and Tugwel), with, his wallet, was turned 
li'^tr to the care of the fcrvants. After fome- 
licttc converfiition with Wildgoofe upon his- 
joiirney, lind the like, the company fate dowa 
to (what in romance would be called) a cold 
toiUrion ; which, in plain Englifti, was a good 
quantity of cold ham and fowls,, cold tongue,, 

orange 
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ifrahge cheefe-cakes, and other portable provi** 
£ons of the beft kinds* 

WiMgboie^ having made aii hearty meal at 
Aflibourn, cat little; but drank two or three^ 
glaffes of Rhenifh wine^. The evening was 
BOW extremely fine ; the heat of the day being 
fucceeded by an agreeable fraicheur : the part- 
ing fun gilded the Summit of the moUntaiiy ^ 
and the river Dove ran. murmuring at their 
bafe. The French-horn&, at proper iniervals^ 
enlivened the fipene ; and, in fhort, by the po- 
litenefs of Sir William and Lady Forefter, 
Wildgoofe found himfelf- much at eafe and 
very happy, not#ithftanding the fncers and 
ftifled titterings of fome of the company. 

Among the reft, there was a Colonel Rappee,, 
an Officer in the Guards, who was upon a vifit 
-at Sir William Forefter's. The Colonel had 
made a very Jhining figure in the army, during 
a thirty years peace v and had behaved wich^ 
the greateft courage and magnanimity, in above 
twenty engagements^ and reviews — on Houn- 
flow*heath, or Hyde-park, — But, at the battle 
ef Prcftori-pans (in the year forty*five), he was 
me of thofc Gentlemen who retreated with 
&^much precipitation, as to outride the Exprefs,. 
F 4 and* 
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and bring, to London the firft news of their 
own defeat. 

. The ColoneJ,: however, appeared by no 
means deficient in perfonal valour ; for, though 
be had never fought any duel in form, he had 
frequently given the look of defiance; and 
kicked two or three impertinent fellows, who 
w^te difmayed at the ferocity of his countenance 
and his military drefs. 

The Coloners perfon, indeed, gave him th^ 
advantage over any common antagonift; and 
alfo recommended him to the notice of people 
of rank j for be was near fix feet high, and^ 

•* Tho' lambent Dullnefs play'd about hi« head,'^

for a man of fenfe ; and, by a difcrect manage* 
ment, was received upon a decent footing i* 
many famiHes of diflinftion. 

Upon being much in company alfa, the Co- 
lonel had picked up a few common-plaoe 
0)a}(ims and topics of ridicule, 4ipoa Matrimony^ 

Heligion* 



ReUgion, Scotcb-men, Parfons, . and -Old 
Maids ; which he apj>jied indifcriminately upan 
all occafipns : hut frequently with fo littM- 
propriety, as could not bat (hock the delicacy 
of Sir V(rilliam iind Lady Foreftcr : who ac* 
cordingly rather enduredy^ than enjpyrdf his com«^ 
pany i and confidered his yiJitSi or rather his 
vijkatumsj as affli£lions from Heaven, to which 
they wjcre in duty obliged jjatientiy to fubmit. 
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jtConverfatim on Religion^: and other Subje^is.- 

'TpHE Colopcl then looked a little four 
upon Mr. Wildgooft;: and having too- 
much pride, or rather too Kttl^ penetration,* 
to difcover what* was really valuable in his 
chara£ier, confidered him as a common droller ;• 
and was quite affronted at Sir William's prc- 
fiiming to introduce fuch^ company to a man of 
his confequence. He began, therefore, tO' 
fay rude things, upon Impdftbrs and Hypocrites,- 
and to give hints «* how much Sir Williaia' 
** was the dupeof Parfons and Buffoons/'" 

F 5 ' Lad;* 
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Lady Forcftcr, however, contrived to* 
. change the difcourfe, aiid to introduce fome 
religious topic ; upon which flie gave Wild- 
goofe an opportunity of jdifpla^ing bis know-- 
ledge of the fubjeft in fuch a manner, thar 
'Rappee was afraid to tnterpofe^ for fear of*" 
difcoverihg his own ignoranice« 

By way of venting^ hb fpleen^ howcver,p. 
the Colonel began" 'throwing out common^ 
place invedtives againft Religion in general,, 
and Chriftianiiy ' in particular,, from the- 
conftanc feuds and animofuies it had- acci- 
dentally occaiioned amongft the diiFerent^ 
fe(3;», and .the like j and faid,. "if people 
'* would but live according to Natureand Rea- 
^"fon, it would be better .if there were nO' 
** fuch thing as Religion in the world," 

Sir William faid, ** he was glad that was 

*' only Rappee's private opinion, unfupported 

" by any ^eafcns :^ but begged the Cplonel,.. 

** if he had difcovered any new arguments 

. *^ againft Religion, which he thought of any. 

** force, Ke would keep them a fecret from 

♦« his wife, his children, and his fer vants ; as 

' '' be was convinced it was for the good of 

'^^ mankind, that they (hould not be undeceived

***in that partipular, foppofing Religion to be 
^* all a cheat, or a political invention. 

« But, Calortcl,"" (coniin^ies he) " yoa- 

'•* arc frequently attering complaints of this 
♦* kind ; V. notwithftanding; the King yoiir 

'•♦» Mafter is the Defender of the Fartti, . attd 
** Ghriftkmtjr is at prefcnt the Religiiail 6( 
•* your country by Law eftablifl^d. If you^ 

'** find'yourfrif aggrieved by it; why do n6t- 
*^'you,.or forne of your wife aflbciatQs, driw 

' ** up the heatis of a bill, and join in a pecition) 
•» to the Parliament (and I will undertake to- 

•" prefent if to the HouTc) for the rcdrefe of 
^* thofe gri^vanee^ which thift opprefEve infiitu-^ 

'^* tioa has -brought upon mankind ?** 

The Colonel' faw the abfardtty of his ufualf 
complaints againft Religion^ when fet in fo 
ftrong a light ; and was firuck filent for a few 
minutes*. But foon raillying bis fpirics, he 
^ihifted the difipourfe' in his turn ; and (with a ^ 
more placid air); contrived to bring another 

' fabje£l upon the carpeti and, at the f^me time^ 
to difplay his oyvn i^nportance, ^ by mentioning : 
** a magnificent entertainment, to which he faad-^ 

' *• lately been invited l>y. a noble Lord." 

Bob Tenchi a fporting companion, of Sir 
William's, and a near relation, of the famous^i 
F6 Willi 
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vWill Wimble— wha. was waiting till tfac ffrft 
fickle was put into the corn, in order to g^ 
a jMirtridge.ftioQttng—- Bob did, «< he never dc* 
.** fired to be entertained better than he was 
•*^ this morning at Sir Harrjr Hotfpur'si 
** where was a cold venifon-pafty, and ibfne 
** c«ccel}ent (Irong beer» which he was forry 
** to fee. baniflied, to make way for tea and 
<< chocolate, and other hot liquors, unknown to 
V *• our fportirig anccftors^" 
I The convcrfacion now turned upon genteel 
or on magnificent entertainments in general^, 
which any of the company had either been 
prcfent at, or had read of in hiftory. 

Mifs Forefter faid, " fhe could never fuf- 
** ficiently admire Cleopatra's gallantry, in her 
^'entertainment of Mark Anthonys and was 
^<< particularly pleafed with her difiblving a^ 
** pearl of immenfe value, and prefenting it 
*' in a golden cup of rich wine.'* Colonel 
Rappee ridiculed this, by mentioning fome 
modern Wh — ^re, who had been fufFered by her 
fond Keeper to fwallow an hundred pound bank- 
-note, between two flices of bread and butter, 
at breakfad. Somebody mentioned the Rom<tn 
• Emperor (I think), who prefented each <5f his 
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tteif gucftswith the gold cup. wh&b they draufc 
to I fjutof. 

^eri But Sir William Forcftcr faid, "he ncvci 

(92 ^ read a mofe polite reception^ than what 
part, . •« Vokcefy the rich Auglburgh Merchant, gave 
/ia ** the EmpcrcMT Charfea V. He had. lent that 
** Emperor a very, confidcrablefum of money,, 
*' for which his Majefty had given^ him a pro* 
**- miflbry note, or order upon hift exchequer^ 
•< or fome written fccurity of that kind. Soon- 
•« After,, the Emperor,, on his march,, (by way 
*^ of doing, honour to his friend) lay at his 
M houfe in Augffiurgh* The Merchant gave 
.** him a moft magnificent fupper;, and,, when 
** the Emperor retired to his chamber,^ there 
*< waS: afire laid of cinnamon wood; which*

** not covered with grafs, but paved with green 
^'^ Emeralds.; at the extremity of which was a

•* the earth. Their city was furrounded witli 
** walls of common Agate or Cornelian ; the 
** gates were cither Brafs or Iron ; their houfes 
** .were built of different-coloured precious (tones ; 
*^ regard being chiefly had to their feveral ranks 
** or profcfEons. The Royal Palace was of 
«* Rubies and Garnets, the doors of Gold and 
** Silver. The Bifliops houfes were of purple 
** Amethyfts, the inferior Clergy of blue or 
** Sapphires, and fo on : though moft of them 
*^ were lined with Cornelian, or fome ftone 
** that was not tranfparent, to keep out the 
«* fcorching rays of the fun, and to prevent the 
•* infpciSlion of their impertinent neighbours. 
** They fet no great value upon Diamonds, on 
" account of their want of colour ; but prepstred 
I <« them 
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«' them chiefty fiw trtffic. They kid . plmfey of 
'* the fifl^fl-Kquors : tbefr conduits ran with « 
'* liquor called Nc<2ar,)Hoiicy-water,.atndEau- 
**4e-juce; and their rfpi'iags-witTi Ae moftjtpi- 
. *^ T*«ed mineral Waters, fuieh as Spa or Pyrmont 
*' .produce. B^jt, it being vtxy hot wedtherj 
*'our,p9or adventurer would rather . Ikve liaM 
*' one quart of frnall feeer, thjan all jjie gold and 
*' precious ftonesin the univerfe.*' 

« Well," fays Tugwell, « but how, the 
«* Deuce ! did he:,get ba<*k aga-in f " 

** You fliall hear," fays the Gardener^ 
** He w^s going to ^pocketafew loofe Dia- 
*' monds, with which the high-ways were 
<^ mendc^d, and to plupk up an dd Silver g&tus^ 
**.po(l, when 'he found, himfelf pinched, all over 
** his body, and received a great blow upgn his 
** back' with a ftone ; and the boat was driven 
^' down the ftreanx to a good landingrpliace, 
** where he returned to his companions : being 
<' uncertain whether .be had ,not fall^ afleep 
^^ in his paflage, aod whether what he faw 
*' was a dream or a, reality." 

The ftrange dcfcrrption. put Jsrry in mind of

" After fome trnie, however, " the fervants is 
** the family began to entertain fome fafpicions,

<« Mafter's favour. The Houfe-kecper.in par- 
«* ticuiar (who in the courfe of forty years 
*< bad been aftually engaged in at leaft for-

*' On the morning of the day on which he 
•* executed his fatal refolution. Sir W. fent 
** for his fon, and for his new miftrefs ;. with 
** what intention can only be conjectured : but 
" luckily neither of them obeyed the fummons. 
*• Early in the evening (it being, in the

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" month of Oftober, I think) the Butler had

Mr. Townfend was greatly provoked at this 
difcovery : but, upon reflexion, became fenfible 
that he had no one but himfelf to blame, for the

LET us now return to cur wounded hero, 
Mr. GeofFry Wildgoofe. 
For fear of any accident in the night, Dr. 
. Greville had ordered the Footman to lie in a 
clofet joining to his room r who, coming down in 
the morning, told the Maid, *' that the Gentle- 
" man had flept very foundly all night; but

/* light J though perhaps," fays the Do£lor, 

.*^ your laft afTertion ought to be admitted with 

. •• fome little reilri£Uon : as there may be fome 

. *' parents fo unreafonably wicked, as to expert 

<< their children to proftitute their very confci- 

^< ences, as well as facrifice their reafon, to 

<^ their abfurd opinions or difhoneft practices \ in 

** which cafe, children are evidently under a prior 

<< obligation to religion and virtue : though 

<« they Ihould be very certain of the juftice of 

" their caufe, before they venture to oppofe fo 

N a '* facred 
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^< facred an authority as that of parents over 
^' their children. But I am afraid, Sir, in-* 
** deed, that you left your unhappy mother, 
** merely from the hlind impulfe of an over- 
'^ heated imagination ; to engage in an under- 
*« taking direflly oppofitc td the laws of the 
*^ land, without any pretence of a divine 
^^ commiffion. And therefore 1 cannot but con- 
«* elude you were under a wrong influence/' 

*• 1 am afraid 1 was," fays Wildgoofe; *' but 
•* yet, in times of general dcfeflion from the 
^^ t>rmciples of the Gofpel, and the dodrioes of 
*^ the Reformation ; I cannot but think that 
*• every one has a divine call to ftcm the torrent^ 
*< and endeavour to revive the pra£tice of true 
** ChriBianity." 

•« I own they have,** replied the Do8of» 
^« by their example and their perfuafion, withfti 
^^ the fphere of their oiMn neighbourhood, fitit 
•* then nothing, I think, is fo evident,' as that 
•< we are commanded, * to fubmit to every or- 
<* dinance bf man, for the Lord's fake; to 
**iet fevery thing be done decently and in 
^ otdet* :* and therefore no one ha« a right to 
** break through the regulations of fockty, 
** merely from the fuggeftionB of his own fancy, 

" and 
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" and unlefs hie can give fome vifible proof of a 
^' fupernatural coaiminion. I am partly of E« 
•* rafmtis's opcnion, m regard to Reformations 
**-r-jW?/d fediUofam veritatem^ 1 would not have 
*^ even truth propagated in a feditious manner. 

** As to a • general defeftion from the truths 
** of the Gofpcl ;* we are very apt to judge of iht 
^^ ftate of Religion, as we are of the politeaefs', 
** fcnowletJge, or learning of' the age, from what 
^^ we feel in ^ur own breads. We foncy the world 
'^ is m^e knowing, iscecaufe we ourfelves know 
*^ more than we did in our infancy : and w« 
^^ think tlie work} left religiov?, becapfe we 
«^ perhaps i&ave tbrowft off the reftrain(s of re^ 
*< ligbn, and are more wicked xur debauched 
^^ than we were in our youth or childhood." 

The moft likely method of oonvincing any 
one, is to make our adverfary fome conceffioits. 
For a general oppofition to his whole fyftem^ 
-not only irritates bis ^affionj buty finding yott 
miftaken in fome partkuiars, as you probably 
are, he concludes, at random, that you art 
wrong in all. 

*^ I grant you,'* contirmes Dr. Grevilte, 
'* that there may be fome caufe of complaiitt 
^ againft the negligence of the Clergy ; and that 
^< if the people had plenty of wholefome food or 
^^ found dodrine> they would not be hankering 
N 4 «' after 
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'* after the crude trafli of fame of your itinerairt 
•'Preachers, But does this warrant every ig^- 
•* norant Mechanic to take, the ftafF out .of the 
•'hands of the Clergy, and fet up for Re* 
•^ formers in Religion ? 

'• There are corruptions, perhaps,^ or negle6ls 
*' at leaft, in every branch of. the Civil admi- 
•• niftration :. as no human infiitution can be 
.*' perfectly adminiftered. But fuppofe an boneft 
." Country Juftice tp bea Jittlc negligent in his 
«• duty, or not very accurately verfsd in the 
<< fubtleties of the Law ; would this warrant any 
••neighbouring Attorney (who. fpies out his 
••error) to take upoa him toiadminiftcr juftice 
•• in his room ?. No; an appeal is. open to a 
•• fuperior court; ^and his errors, muft be redi- 
•• fied in a legal manner: otherwife ftrange 
.** confufion would enfue. 

'• The Parfonof your par ifhj fuppofe, negkSs 
•• hi$ duty, or is immoral in his . life and con« 
•V verfation. Let appltcatipn be miade to the 
'w*«.Bifhop of tbc diocde : who, at his vifitation, 
•' not only receives his Synodals, but fends. out 
/* articles of inquiry, relativp to the conduct of 
;" every individual Clergyman within his jurif- 
:*• di4£tion. ' Does your.Minifter lead an exem- 
•' plary, or, at leaft, a fober and regular life? 
•• Does he do his duty decently and in order ? 

•*Does 
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** Docs he catechize and inftruQ the children 
** and other ignorant perfons in the princfplcs 
** of religion, at feveral times of the year, as 
** the canons dire<£l ? If he docs not, why is not 
** he regularly prefented by the officers of thp 
*^ parifli, and complaint made to the Bifiiop ? 
** who will not fail, firft of ail, to exhort him 
** in private ; and, if he docs not alter his con- 
** du£l, to cenfure him publicly at the next 
•^^vifitation ; and, if he continues obftinate, to 
*' fufpend him entirely from the cxercife of hi& 
*' function. 

" Nothing, I think, can well be contrived 
** better, or more wife, than our Ecclefiaftical 
^* polity is in itfelf, if properly put in cxecu- 
«* tion. 

** As to the particular doSrines which the 
•* Methodifts pretend to have revived, and on 
•* which they lay fo great a fiiefs j I do not 
** iihagine, the advantage which they feem to 
•* have gained over the reguhr Clergy arifcs 
•• from thofe Cobweb difiindions,. which, I am 
•' convinced, not one in ten of their followers 
♦' really comprehend : but from the ferloufncft 
•' of their lives, and the vehemence and earncft. 
** nefs of their harangues ; which may have a 
•* temporary efFedl upon their audience whiJfl: 
** the imprcffion on their fancy lads 5 and havr, 
N S ~ ** 1 be- 
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" I beHeve, really awakened many indolent and 
^< carelefs Chriftians to a fober and devout 
** life. 

** As to the doSrines themfelves ; that of Juf- 
^ tification by Faith, for inftance^ I know no- 
•* Clergyman that expefts to be (aved by the 
^ merit of his own works. We do not preacb 
•* up the merit of goad works, but the necejjity 
'^ of them : and unlefs a good man and a good 
*' Chriftian are inconfiftent charaders, I do not 
** fee how good works, which is only another 
•• xiame for Virtue, can be difpenfed with. In; 
•* fliort, though the negligence of toa many of 
•* the Clergy may have given thefe Reformer»- 
** fome little advantage over them ;. yet the^ 
** extravagant proceedings and monftrous tenets 
** of many of their itinerant Preachers hava 
*' given them ample revenge. One 4nan do- 
^ claims againft the lawfulnefs of fome of the 
*' moft ncceffary callings. Mr.. H — ^11, wha^ 
** married a near relation of Mr»Wefley's,.hav^ 
*< ing ufed the poor Lady ill by an intrigue with 
•* another woman,, defended the lawfuLnefs of 
«« polygamy. One Roger Ball aflerted, * that 
*< the Elea had a right to all women.' Thefe 
•* are not the necefiary confequences, I: own, of 
** any of their principles; but they are the 

•^-probabl^ 
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« probable eScQs of an unJimited tolcraeioa 
«* of imlicenfed, 9ic mhcr fuch ricemious, 

«« Teacher?. 

<« I would by homeaos undervalue tbc great 
«« talentst and the pious labours of Mr. Wefley 
«« and many of their Leaders. They are, lam 
« convinced, men of found learning and true 
** devotion : »nd^ whilfl: they Hve, to infpirc and 
•« Vive vigour to their new cftablifliment, (omc 
«^« good may probably refult from it. But when 
*' tbey come to be fuccceded by men, who, In- 
*« ftead of a zeal for Religion, will be led hf 
** intereft to prefer the eafe pnd advantage of a 
** Teacher to the drudgery of a mechanic trade >, 
*« the fame ind^erence and jicgligence will fooHf 
« prevail amongft ,them, which they have com- 
*> plained of in the eftab|i(hed Clergy, and 
.«« their claffcs will probably be as much nr- 
** gleSed, as feme of our pariflaes now are ; To 
** that,. after prejudicing- the people agaiaft their 
<* pioper Pallors, they will lea^^c them a prey to 
^* the ignorance, ^nd perhaps much gre&trr im- 
^* morality, of illiterate Plebeians ; and fo i^sfilE 
«« have made another fchifm in our Chuich ti> 
" very little purpofe.** 

<* Well,"'fays Mvi Wildgoofe, ^'•but fapprf^ 

« Mr; Wefley and his friends really convinced 

N 6 '* of 
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^* of the great decay of Chriftian Piety 5 and 
** that they were obliged in confciencc to ufe 
** their utmoft endeavours to revive the praSice 
•• of it ; what courfe were they to take ?" 

«* Why," replies Dr. Greville, " I (ho'uld 
" think, if their little Society, when it was firft 
** formed in the Univerfity, (before they had 
** made themfelves obnoxious to the Clergy by 
** their irregular proceedings) had <juietly dif- 
** perfed themfelves, and fettled upon Curacies 
** in different parts of England ; and had there 
** formed little affociations amongft the neigh- 
^' bouring Clergy j the influence of their exam- 
^* pie would gradually have fpread itfelf, and 

V produx:ed more real and more permament 
** effefts^ than it is. now likely to doij without 
•« any bad effisdJs, which, I am afraid, muft pro- 

V ceed (as I have ob&rved) from fuch licentious 
** proceedings*" 

t Dr. Greville was going on, to convince Mr^ 
Wildgoofe of the miftake he, bicmfelf bad la* 
boured under, in regard to his late condu<^| 
and Wildgoofe feetned to liftea with great 
attention, and ftvewed iigns of confufion in his 
countenance j when the Servant brought wor*, 
^ that Mr,. Slafli the Surgeon was como;'^ 
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wliom Mrs. Grevillc attended up to Wildgoofe's 
room. 

The Surgeorr, firfl: of all, with the air of a 
RadcljfFe or a Freind, felt his pulfe ; which he 
pronounced to be in an healthy ftate. Then» 
taking off the bandage, he found, that, although 
Mr. Wildgoofe had been ftunned by the Uow^ 
and loft a great deal of b]o()d, yet the wound in 
itfelf was very trifling ; and, knowing that Mrs.

perfon as fpvuoe as his prefent cifcumftancea 
would permit : ftnd, his bandage being now le* 
duced to a detent patch of black iUk, Wildgoofe 
made no deipiicabie appearance* 

When he came into the breakfaft-^room, he 
9ras /gneatly ifmitten with the fight of MiHr 
Townfend ; who was ;fi!> much more elegantly 
dreiTed than in her ftatevof humiliation at Glou^ 
(cefter. Dr. Greville introduced them to each

Mifs Townfend, though herfelf in fome little 
confufion, began to rsvilly Mr. Wildgoofe upon 
the accident he ' had met witl> j and boped ^^ it 
*• would cure him» for the future, of fueh romantic 
*< undertakings/'-^Wildgoofe replied, " that he 
*« {hould not be deterred from doing what he 
^ thought his duty, from any danger which 
** might accrue to his perfon i but that Dr. 
^ Greville had alnio& convinced him, that fuch 

** irregular 
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** irregular proceedings were inexpedient, if not 
** unwarrantable/' 

Wildgoofe then afked Mifs Towufend, 
** whether flie had heard from their friend 
** Mrs. Sarfenet at Gloucefter lately j" which 
gave Mrs. Greville an opportunity of obferving^ 
*' that Mrs. Sarfenet was a very worthy, £ooJ 
•^ creature ; and, ihe believed, had judged very

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This account moved Mrs. Greville's com-* 
paiSon, as her curioflty had been raifed before ;

her to Dr. Grerille's. 

- When ftie cam« to Warwick, however, ihe 
found Mrs. Mahoney juft come down ftairs.

And here the Reader may like to be inform- 
ed, that this relation (who was the widow of 
a rich Merchant) died foon after Mrs. Maho- 
ney's return to Ireland ; and was fo well pleafed 
vtith her vifit, that (he left her an handfome 
competence, vefted in Trufiees hands, indepen« 
dent of her hulband : that, after Captain Ma« 
honey was tired of the Widow Townfcnd, and 
had contributed to the fquandering away her 
ill-got wealth, Mrs. Mahoney admitted him to 
fiiare her little fortune with herfelf and chil- 
dren; and his dependence on her for a fub- 
fiftence fecured his refpe£t and fidelity, and by 
degrees reconciled him to a life of domeftic 
happinefs arid fobriety.

'\KJr H I L E Mrs, Greville was gone to War* 
wick. Dr. Greville, according to cufiom^ 
walked out to vifit fome of the poor and igno- 
rant part of his parifh ; fo that Mr. Wildgoofe 
was left alone for fome time with Mifs 
Townfend, which opportunity • he did not 
throw away upon theological fpeculations ;

Mifs Townfend endeavoured to evade an ap- 
plication of this intended compliment, by her 
fprightly raillery ; and faid, '* (he hoped Mr. 
*' Wildgoofe was now almoft tired with rambling 
^* about in fo ftrange a manner, and would 
** fettle at home with his difconfolate Mother." 

Wildgoofe, ftill purfuing his point, faid, '* he 
^' fhould return to his Mother, in compliance

Thir ftcidcnt again introduced the fubje£l of 
a reformation. And Dr. Greville obferyed^ 
♦* that neither the preaching of the Clergy, nor 
** even the many penal laws, which were.daily

•* end propofed, unlefs fome alteration could be 
•• produced in the manners of the people^ by

** fafhion : and that crowd of ufelefs fervants^ 
^ who are now fupportcd in idlenefe and luxu* 
«< ry, and who, when difmiffed from fervice, 
f^ or married and fettled in the world, propagate

COON after Dr. Greville was gone, Mr.
